Kennedy was not killed by 
Oswald, but by a g-oup of 
conspirators composed of Latin 
Americans opposed to Cuban I 
Prime Minister Fidel Castro and 
of former employes oftheU.S. 1 
Central Intelligence Agency. 

Oswald was not a CIA agent, 
but “was obviously an intelli-i 
gence employe of the United 
States government.” 1 

Although the CIA was not 
involved in the plot that Garri-I 
son alleges, it “concealed from 
the Warren Commission, from 1 
the American people, from the 
President and from the world, 
the fact that its employes, its 
former employes were involved 
in the assassination of the 
President.”
